Co nso rtium. Williamso n-Burnet Co unty Oppo r­ 
tunities, Inc is a member o f the Co nso rtium. 
Flo rence will apply fo r $15,000 fro m the 
federal Env iro nmental Pro tectio n Agency 
(EPA) to study the feasibility o f upgr ading and 
impro v ing the city 's sewer sy stem, 
Tho se funds, if appro v ed, wo uld be channeled 
to Flo rence thro ugh the Tex as Water Quality 
Bo ard (TWQB).

Such a study , he ex plained, wo uld be the first 
step to ward co nstructio n o f a $56 1,558 sy stem 
to serv e appro x imately 1,000 perso ns He said 
Flo rence's current sy stem was designed to 
serv e a po pulatio n o f abo ut 850

Leander group will file tax suit 


Leander scho o l o fficials, hav ing just quelled 
the threat o f a lawsuit by o ne gro up o v er higher 
scho o l tax es, no w face definite legal actio n by a 
seco nd tax pay ers o rganizatio n. 
An uno fficial secretary fo r the Leander Tax ­ 
pay ers League, no t to be co nfused with the 
Leander Tax pay ers Asso ciatio n, said Friday the 
League will file suit against the Leander 
trustees, Bo ard o f Tax Equalizatio n, and Tax 
Assesso r-Co llecto r Ruth Bo atwright. 
The League had already o btained a tempo rary 
restraining o rder against the mailing o f tax 
no tices by the Leander Independent Scho o l 
District when the o rganizatio n held its first fo r­ 
mal meeting Wednesday night. 
At that meeting, Austin atto rney Ro bert Can- 
to ld League members that he wo uld need $10,000 
by Octo ber 17 in o rder to file suit. 
Pat Wo mack, uno fficial secretary fo r the 
League, said Friday that "sev eral large pledges 
hav e co me in which wo uld put us near the to p,” 
and that Carr had agreed to file the suit.

The judge also set a hearing o n the League’s 
request fo r a tempo rary injunctio n (co ntinuatio n 
o f the o rder) fo r 9 a. m. o n that date. 


Vance acted in respo nse to a petitio n filed by 
Carr and signed by Cecil Reid, F. E. 
Middlebro o k, J r., and J ack Minnick, alleging 
that the plan o f tax atio n appro v ed by the 
Leander trustees, Bo ard o f Tax Equalizatio n, 
and Assesso r-Co llecto r Ruth Bo atwright is dis­ 
criminato ry and wo uld lev y unequal tax burdens 
in the district. 
Carr also to ld the League members, ho wev er, 
that they wo uld hav e to raise $10,000 by Friday 
to begin the suit and added, “ I do n’t guarantee 
any results.” 
The atto rney ex plained to a gro up which filled 
abo ut half o f Cedar Park’s City Hall that he 
wo uld co ntend in co urt that tax es had been 
assessed unequally in the tax plan appro v ed by 
the trustees o n Octo ber 11. 
Asked which specific pro perties were carry ing 
an unfair tax burden, Carr said, “ Co me to the 
hearing and y o u’ll find o ut.” 
The League, which fo rmally o rganized 
Wednesday night and elected Cecil Reid chair­ 
man, met fo r the first time Octo ber 8. 
Many o f its members were also members o f 
to a questio n Wednesday night, Carr said he 
o ppo sed a $187 millio n district pro perty ap­ 
praisal released during the summer. 
That gro up co ntended that land in the district, 
ex pecially agricultural land, had been v alued far 
abo v e “ fair market v alue” which the state 
Co nstitutio n defines as the basis fo r appraisal. 
After the Leander scho o l trustees and Bo ard 
o f Tax Equalizatio n agreed to reduce that ap­ 
praisal to $9 0,377,418 , the majo rity o f the 
Asso ciatio n’s members v o ted at a September 30 
meeting to defer legal actio n against scho o l o f­ 
ficials.

Garey ex plained that the o nly o ther basis fo r a 
suit wo uld be the co ntentio n that co mparable 
pro perties were beanng &nequal pro po rtio ns o f 
tax lo ad. He said he had fo und no ev idence o f this 
in his ex aminatio n o f the Equalizatio n Bo ard’s 
reappraisal. 
Carr said Wednesday that any lawsuit he filed 
wo uld be based o n ex actly that po int. 
The petitio n fo r a restraining o rder filed Tues­ 
day with J udge Vance alleged that under the 
Leander tax atio n plan, “ different classes o f 
pro perties are tax ed at different percentages o f 
true and full v alues.” 
It co ntinued to say that “ the plan o f tax atio n 
fails to co mply with Co nstitutio nal requirements 
and statuto ry requirements o f the state o f Tex as 
by ex empting certain classes o f pro perty fro m 
tax atio n which are no t ex empt under law.” 
Vance’s restraining o rder stated that “ unless 
the tempo rary o rder applied fo r by plaintiffs in 
this cause be issued fo rthwith plaintiffs will like­ 
ly suffer irreparable injury and damage.” 
Tho ugh the peititio n was signed by o nly three 
League members, it stated that mo re than 20 
o thers were also co nsidered plaintiffs. In answer 
to a questio n Wednesday night, Carr said he 
wo uld file any suit as a class actio n. 
He ex plained that the suit, like the petitio n, 
wo uld list as defendants scho o l bo ard members 
J im Mo o re, Dav id Kirkland, Betty Bufo rd, Ben­ 
to n Beard, Lo y d Hampto n. Bo b Luce, and G. L. 
Estepp, as well as tax assesso r-co llecto r Ruth 
Bo atwright and Equalizatio n Bo ard members 
Ro bert Sto kes, Charles Crav en, and Cherry

A million American teen-agers, 12 to 17. cannot read or 
write at a fourth-grade lev el! 
A million American y oungsters are illiterate 
They learn a little bit about a lot of things in school, but 
they are not learning reading, writing and rithmetic 
So they get to college. They want to be journalists And 
they can't ev en spell 
TTus y ear 200 students applied for admission to the Univ er­ 
sity of Wisconsin s school of journalism and most of them — 
125 of them — were turned away because they did not hav e 
ev en a basic understanding of the English language They 
needed only 56 correct answers out of 90 — and still couldn’t 
cut it 
One of the washouts said. “ Why should I hav e to know 
about commas and hy phens and stuff like that? ” 
At the Univ ersity of Illinois, a freshman writes. “ I could of 
done better in finals if I wouldn’t of broke my leg at ex am 
time.” 
Only 8% of this y ear's Illinois freshmen passed the writing 
proficiency entrance test. 
Univ ersities should not hav e to teach students to read and 
« "*ite. 


PART OF THE PROBIJCM is grade inflation in high 
school. “ Head ’em up, mov e ’em out. pass ev ery body !” 
Albert Tillman, Univ ersity of Illinois, blames telev ision 
He say s children are watching instead of reading 
Many colleges and univ ersities, pinched financially and 
forced to increase enrollments this y ear are waiv ing 
freshman writing requirements. So y ou can get into college, 
through college and out with a degree — and remain func­ 
tionally illiterate 
How do they understand their tex tbooks? They don’t 
alway s. 
Elliott Anderson, professor of English at Northwestern, 
admits that many teachers do not bother to correct gram­ 
mar in student essay s. 
Ev en more harmful is the insistence by some that “ street 
language,” as they call it, should be construed as correct 
because of common usage. 
Dr 
Dway ne Bliss, assistant superintendent for ad­ 
ministration in the schools of Corpus Christi. Tex . say s dis­ 
cipline problems are worsened by marginal literacy 


“ THEY CAN’T READ and they get bored. they get bored 
and they get in trouble.” 
The situation is worsening, not improv ing High school 
graduates taking college entrance ex ams hav e scored lower 
in language skills ev ery y ear for 12 y ears, and this y ear’s 
decline was the steepest y et. 
May be teachers hav e been spending too much time strik­ 
ing when they should hav e been teaching. 
And, lest y ou run out o f things to worry about, out of this 
generation's students will come the nex t generation's 
teachers.

The best my stery writers rightly eschew 
coincidence, deeming its use unfair to the 
reader and belittling to their own craft Yet 
ev ents will do to these writers what they 
themselv es will not permit And not often has 
coincidence come down with heav ier tread or 
more astonishing result than in these two 
books by , respectiv ely , England s and Amer 
ica's greatest writerspf my stery 


Book s 


Within fiv e weeks of each other there 
appear these two true masterpieces of the 
genre, each with an almost identical theme 
the commission of a crime by . . 
But, no, 
there must be no hint of the answer, fo r this 


would be brutally unfair to those fortunate 
readers who hav e y et u> pick up these books 
To compound the strangeness of this coinci­ 
dence, while Rex Stout’s latest tale of Nero 
Wolfe is hu t just written. Dame Agatha's final 
accou nt of the great Hercuie Poirot was 
finished in the mid-HMO’s, with the ex ­ 
pectation it would be published posthumously , 
bu t with her being finally persuaded to issue it 
now 
resulting in a slight my stery for my s­ 
tery story historians of the future, since, in the 
y ears w hich hav e interv ened since this story 
of Poirot’s death, the incomparable Belgian 
has appeared in many f urther books). 
At this late date what remains to be said in 
fu rther praise of either Dame Agatha or Rex 
Stou t, or o f Poirot or Wolfe? Each of these 
stones finds its author in the full flow of 
imagination, ingenuity , skill or portray al, and 
smoothness of ex ecution Each is lav ishly 
garnished with those little idiosy ncrasies of 
writer and character which hav e for decades 
added so much to the pleasure o f reading these 
tales Each has pulled off this ex tremely 
tricky maneuv er erf bringing crime close to 


home with persuasion and smoothness. And 
each has gone a wide step bey ond any taken 
before — a step which introduces a new 
sentiment in the reader’s thought, a sentiment 
containing, for the first time, a feeling of 
disquiet and loss. 
It is a phenomenon of our times that many a 
my stery or detectiv e book character is among 
the best known indiv iduals in the world’s 
consciousness. What actual lawy er is as 
widely known as Perry Mason’’ For ev ery one 
knowing the name of the King of the Belgians, 
scores know Hercuie Poirot Tito is doubtless 
the most important liv ing Yugoslav ian, but 
how many more could not better identify that 
former Montenegran Nero Wolfe? And who is 
more truly aliv e in popular thought than 
Sherlock Holmes’’ Nor is it any my stery , in 
reading such books as these, why this should 
be so? 
Unburdened by v iolence for v iolence’s sake, 
free from the childish drag of obscenity and 
pornography , respectful of the reader’s in­ 
tellect, “ Curtain” and “ A Family Affair” are 
ex citing while challenging, swift while thor­ 


ough, and logical while my stify ing. And, 
notwithstanding the different aura surround­ 
ing each, the main personnages remain 
surprisingly alike. Both Poirot and Wolfe are 
characterized by towering but persuasiv e 
immodesty , each is fastidious to the point of 
caricature, each is dev oted to chairbound 
ratiocination Both twittingly lean upon assis­ 
tants, each delights in the sensational denoue­ 
ment before a gaggle of goggle-ey ed suspects, 
and each remains basically continental de­ 
spite decades in the midst of Anglo-Sax ondom 
We recommend that some eager Ph.D. candi­ 
date ex plore why each of these masters of 
my stery chose heroes so alike and why this 
similarity resulted in such astounding popu­ 
larity . Surely high literary instinct, rather 
than coincidence, was here at work. 
In short, for ev en the most ex acting of 
readers here are two my steries — twinned by 
fortune and fortuitousness — which cannot be 
too highly recommended.

President Ford’s life, messages 
from foreign leaders poured into 
the White House They came 
from communists and capitalists, 
blacks and whites, Moslems and 
Jews. And they all congratulated 
the President for hav ing escaped 
the assassins' bullets. 
We asked the White House to 
let us take a look at the 
telegrams from foreign leaders. 

From 
inside sources, howev er, we hav e 
learned this much: 
President Ford personally 
signed letters of thanks to ev ery 
president, king and prime minis­ 
ter who cabled him - with one 
ex ception. One of the telegrams 
that reached v the WNfef House 


AUSTIN — The topsy turv y 
national economic picture is 
readily apparent in Comptroller 
Bob Bullock's report on the 
state of the state’s finances at 
the close of the fiscal y ear at 
the first of last month. 


The state’s general rev enue 
fund contained $775 million, and 
other spendable special funds 
contained $678 million. That 
means there was $1.5 billion on 
hand which had been taken 
from the public and put into 
banks to draw interest for the 
gov ernment. 


Inflation’s continued toll of 
citizen resources is reflected by 
the fact that state income from 
its tax es, most of which are 
based on sales, brought in 
m oney fa ste r than the 
Legislature could spend it. The 
general sales tax brought in 12 
percent more than in the 
prev ious y ear. Oil and gas 
production tax es brought in a 
total of $669 million, up 28 per­ 
cent despite the fact that less 
oil and gas was produced in 1975 
than in 1974. 


Bullock’s report shows that 
the people who produce oil and 
gas and sell it at the wellhead 
got $3.7 billion for their gas and 
$8.7 billion for their oil, up $1.1 
billion on gas and $1.2 billion on 
their oil from the prev ious 
y ear. So that was one facet of 
the Tex as economy which 
benefitted from escalating 
prices with substantially higher 
income. The sta te lands 
themselv es brought in $183 
m illion in roy a lties and 
bonuses, up $21.8 million or 13 
percent from the prev ious y ear. 


This money went into the 
permanent school and univ ersi­ 
ty funds for inv estment. With 
higher interest rates, the 
state’s inv estments brought in 
$213 million, up 26 percent, for 
use by schools, univ ersities and 
other state operations which 
had surplus money to inv est. 


And while income from a)],. 
SC&ie ta x es*ex cep t two 
(inheritance and ad v alorem) 
showed gains in the 1975 fiscal 
y ear, they accounted for only 
$344 million or 51 percent of the 
$675 million in increased 
rev enue. Increases in Federal 
aid to state programs brought 
the state an ex tra $240 million, 
or 35 percent of the gain in in­ 
come. 


One little-footnoted fact 
shows where a lot of the $2 
billion in added price to oil and 
gas producers came from. The 
state's gross receipts tax on 
utility companies, based on 
dollars collected by the electric 
and gas companies, rose by 53 
percent to $38.3 million. And 
since that tax is but a tiny frac­ 
tion of the retail prices of 
utilities, the buy ing of oil and 
gas, in the form of household 
and factory energy , was easily

double what it had been the 
prev ious y ear for the state as a 
whole. Some areas had ev en 
greater rate increases than 
that, while some were lucky 
and had smaller rate increases. 
When y ou consider that the 
state sales tax of four percent 
brought in $1.2 billion, up $140 
million from the prev ious y ear, 
it is easy to calculate that the 
things Tex ans bought at retail 
came to 12 percent more than in 
the prev ious y ear. 
In spite of the pleas for 
economy in driv ing, the use of 
motor v ehicle fuels rose from 
7.126.672.000 gallons in 1974 to 
7.255.114.000 gallons in 1975. 
That tax is a flat per-gallon 
rate, so it did not rise as sub­ 
stantially as the sales and oil 
and gas production tax es, which 
are based on price. Tex ans also 
bought $5.2 billion worth of cars 
and trucks, $200 million more 
than in 1975. 
In all, the state gov ernment 
collected $5,674 million in 
v arious kinds of income, and 
spent only $5,377 million. 
But a whole lot of that money 
was spent, in anticipation, by 
the Legislature, mainly on 
recommendation by Gov . Dolph 
Briscoe. Virtually all of it was 
to protect state workers and 
school teachers from the 
rav ages of inflation. 
His y ear-end report shows 
that during the y ear, the state 
paid into special funds $67.5 
million, a 70 percent increase, 
for state employ e retirement; 
$66.7 million, a 22 per cent in­ 
crease. for state contributions 
to social security for state 
employ es, and $257 million, an 
80 per increase, to retirement 
benefits for public school and 
univ ersity teachers. These big 
increa ses resulted from 
emergency appropriations 
made at Briscoe’s behest, for 
retirement programs, which 
had fallen desperately behind 
because of inflation So more 
than $156 million of the added 
income had to be put into these 
trust funds for retirement. 
What it prov es is that while 
inflation makes the state’s 
books look much better, it also 
takes a lot away .

wildlife specialist for the Texas

Study of the proposed State 
Constitution, which will be sub­ 
ject to vote by Texans on 
November 4, may be time lost, 
now that Governor Dolph 
Briscoe has come out flatly 
against the whole package. 
Comptroller Bob Bullock is ex­ 
pected to {Nit additional nails in 
the coffin prior to the election. 
Nevertheless, the SUN will 
continue to publicize the docu­ 
ment. Last Sunday the more 
lengthly, complex Proposition 
No. 1 was reviewed, with com­ 
mentary both for and against. 
Below, the shorter Propositions 
2, 3, 4 and 5 are reviewed in the 
same fashion: 


PROPOSITION NO. 2 creates 
a new Article V, The Judiciary, 
which governs the powers and 
organization of the state court 
system. 
It proposes to establish a 
"unified” judicial system. This 
means that all appellate courts 
would have both criminal and 
civil jurisdiction; and that both 
criminal and civil cases would 
proceed on appeals from the 
trial courts of appropriate 
jurisdiction to a Court of 
A ppeals and then to the 
Supreme Court. 
It provides for the merger of 
the Court of Criminal Appeals 
and the Supreme Court. Those 
judges now serving on the 
Supreme Court would continue 
to serve until such time as the 
attrition by resignation, death 
or retirement reduces the 
number of the court to nine 
justices. Judges of the various 
courts would still be elected by 
the people for the same terms 
they now hold. 
Proponents argue that: the 
unified system of all courts hav­ 
ing both criminal and civil 
jurisdiction would give the 
judges of these courts a better 
overall perspective and reduce 
the likelihood of courts being 
too specialized and cases being 
determ in ed 
on 
minute 
technicalities instead of their 
overall merits; the system of 
administration of courts would 
greatly expedite the handling of 
cases and the disposition of 
overcrowded dockets; and 
judges could be moved from 
different areas of the state to 
help speed up the clearing of 
dockets. 
Opponents argue that: the un­ 
ified judicial system would so 
diffuse the responsibility of 
judges that unreasonable 
results would be obtained; per­ 
sons not trained and familiar 
with the intricacies of criminal 
evidence and the criminal law, 
itself, should not be trying 
criminal cases; the ad­ 
ministrative system could 
provide a vehicle for an un­ 
scrupulous administration to 
build up a successor by moving 
him from district to district, 
providing him with a great deal 
of prominence; the a d ­ 
ministrative control over the 
various trial courts would tend 
to reduce the independence of 
the judiciary; and the proposal 
writes into the Constitution a 
three-fourths jury verdict in 
civil cases; and provides a right 
of the state to appeal certain 
criminal acquittals. 
PROPOSITION NO. 3 creates 
a new Article VI, Voter 
Qualifications and Elections. It 
provides that a person who is at 
least 18 year* of age, is not a 
convicted felon in prison, on 
parole or probation, or is not 
mentally incompetent, would 
be qualified to vote under laws 
enacted by the Legislature. 


Proponents argue that this 
amendment establishes univer­ 
sal sufferage which is basically 
the requirement of the U.S. 
Constitution as it is now inter­ 
preted. Opponents point out 
that this provision would enable 
the Legislature to permit con­ 
victed felons to have a full 
restoration of citizenship, in­ 
cluding the right to hold elected 
office, without pardon by the 
passage of a statute permitting 
such a person to vote. 
PROPOSITION NO. 4 
provides for a new Article VII, 
Education, which governs 
public education. 
The amendment calls for an 
equitable system of free public 
schools below the college level. 
The system must provide each 
individual an equal educational 
opportunity but may provide 
local enrichment of educational 
programs. 
Proponents argue that: this 
gives the authority and the 
mandate to provide an equal op­ 
portunity for every child in this 
state to have as complete an 
education as is possible; this is 
what federal mandate requires; 
and citizens should meet the 
challenge and move forward to 
accomplish it. 
Opponents argue that: while 
the aim might be laudable, the 
words are subject to a broad in­ 
terpretation which would come 
up with ridiculous results in 
financing, programming and 
s t a f f i n g ; 
and the last 
Legislature had spoken to the 
problem 
of 
equalizing 
educational opportunity under 
the existing Constitution and 
there is no need for a change. 
The Permanent and Available 
School Funds remain intact as 
do the P erm an ent and 
Available University Funds for 
the use of the University of Tex­ 
as and Texas A&M University, 
Systems. A second "Higher 
Education Fund,” financed by a 
10f property tax, would be 
available to establish an endow­ 
ment for all other state colleges 
and universities other than the 
A&M and Texas systems. 
Proponents argue that all 
higher educational institutions 
in the state should have 
available to them an endow­ 
ment fund from which to keep 
their plant and facilities up to 
date without looking to tuition 
fees and the public treasury to 
do so. Opponents of this part of 
the proposal argue that there 
should be no endowment fund of 
public property and money sit­ 
ting idle whiie the Legislature 
is forced to levy new and ad­ 
ditional taxes for the upkeep, 
maintenance and operation of 
the various educational in­ 
stitutions; that if public proper­ 
ty and funds are collected, they 
should be spent to meet the 
public need at the time without 
creating a bigger taxation 
burden on the general public. 
PROPOSITION NO. 5 creates 
a new Article VIII, Finance, 
which governs the financial 
management of the state. 
In this amendment the re­ 
quirement that all new taxes be 
equal and uniform would be 
limited only to the levy of 
property taxes. It would require 
the establishment and enforce­ 
ment of uniform standards and 
procedures for the appraisal of 
property, the only exceptions 
being special formulas design­ 
ed to promote the preservation 
of open space land for farm and 
ranch purposes and the preser­ 
vation of forest lands devoted to 
timber production. 


PropMeets contend that: this 


is a necessary improvement to 
require all citizens to carry 
their fair share of the tax 
burden; there are as many 
different values assessed on 
property as there are taxing 
authorities; and equalization is 
necessary because the alloca­ 
tion of state funds for school 
purposes is made on the basis of 
a local area’s ability to raise 
funds. 
Opponents maintain that: it 
will do nothing but raise taxes; 
no government ever equalizes 
downward but always "e- 
qualizes” upwards and this will 
force an additional tax burden, 
particularly in outlying urban 
areas where there is less ability 
to meet the demand; the equal 
and uniform provision should 
apply to all forms of taxation 
instead of just property taxa­ 
tion; and local appraisers are 
better prepared to judge the 
value of local property than 
someone in Austin. 
The proposal permits the 
authorization of state in­ 
debtedness and the pledging of 
the credit of the state without a 
Constitutional amendment. 
Proponents of this portion of 
the proposal say that this is a 
more p r a c ti c a l way to 
authorize state indebtedness, 
with the same safeguards as 
contained in the present 
Constitution. It requires a two- 
thirds affirmative vote of the 
members of the Legislature as 
well as an approval by a ma­ 
jority of the voters. 
Opponents of this portion of 
the proposal claim that it 
amounts to the establishment of 
debt legislation by referendum, 
and it would make less of an im­ 
pression on the voters than if 
they realized they were amen­ 
ding their Constitution in order 
to authorize debt. 
The proposal maintains the 
same pay-as-you-go provisions 
requiring appropriations to be 
within estimated revenues. It 
puts into the Constitution the 
prohibition against levying a 
retail sales tax on agricultural 
machinery or parts, fertilizer, 
feed or seed, prescription drugs 
or medicine, and food for 
human consumption. 
Proponents of this part of the 
proposal contend that the pay- 
as-you-go provision should be 
retained. The exemptions that 
have been placed in the sales 
tax on these various items are 
already established practice 
and would protect the public 
from further encroachment 
from the sales tax. 
Opponents of the proposal 
contend that locking the sales 
tax exemptions into the 
Constitution would effectively 
remove some available revenue 
sources from consideration. It 
would also create an unfair dis­ 
advantage 
for 
industrial 
development because industrial 
production machinery is 
already taxed and this would 
prohibit agricultural production 
machinery from ever H»»«g tax­ 
ed. It would also remove a ma­ 
jor untapped source of revenue 
which most states having a 
sales tax already enjoyTrhe 
proposal fails in that it does not 
prohibit the levying of a state 
progressive income tax.

economy to gradually stabilize. It has 
been immoderate periods of money 
growth that have caused the economy to 
get out of kilter in the past, they maintain.

U.S. money supply—what growth is desirable?

If you had asked almost anyone on Wall 
Street 10 years ago what "Ml” meant, 
they were likely to guess that it was a 
chemical formula or a code name for a 
secret military mission 
Nowadays, however, they will as likely 
promptly respond correctly that “Ml” is 
a basic measure of the nation's money 
supply. It is the total of currency in the 
hands of the public and demand deposits 
in commercial banks. 


Economic scene 


And it is one of the most closely 
followed statistics today in the financial 
community. 
In the last couple of weeks the financial 
• community has been much cheered by 
some reverse logic that goes like this: 
The Federal Reserve System has set a 
target for growth of Ml at an annual rate 
of 5 to 7.5 percent. In September the 
growth of the money supply lagged 
behind the target range by increasing 
only 3.8 percent. 
Therefore, the argument goes, the Fed 
will now ease its credit policy, allowing 
the money supply to grow more rapidly. 
Moreover, various technical signs in 
the money market indicated that the Fed 
was actually complying with this logic. 
“Three cheers,” said the bond market, 
their hopes rekindled that interest rates 
would decline and bond prices thus rise. 
“ Hurrah,” sighed the stock market 
timidly, though still intimidated by the 


possibility of a default on its debt by New 
York City. Historically, stock market 
prices tend to rise soon after the Federal 
Reserve System starts to pump up the 
money supply. 
“Yahoo,” shouted some economists, 
who had become nervous that the Fed 
would once more squeeze the life out of 
the economy and hinder the recovery. 
Predicted Dr. Karl Brunner, a Univer­ 
sity of Rochester economics professor; 
“I expect we will see in late fall a 
substantially larger growth range [for 
money ] than in the summer. ” 
The big debate among economists now 
is just what growth rate for money is 
desirable. 
Some leading economists, such as Wal­ 
ter Heller and Arthur Okun, both former 
chairman of the Council of Economic 
Advisers for Democratic presidents, be­ 
lieve the Fed’s targets are too conserva­ 
tive They want an easier credit policy to 
bring about a rapid recovery and lower 
unemployment rates. 
But monetarist-type economists like 
Dr. Brunner are today generally backing 
the Fed’s more modest money-growth 
goals, though perhaps urging just a dab 
more generosity. 
There are two basic reasons for this 
monetarist stand: 
1. Economists, they argue, are just not 
smart enough to know precisely what 
impact a specified rate of money growth 
will have on the economy. They can only 
chart the course roughly after some two 
or three quarters lag. 
Therefore the best policy is to maintain 
a moderate monetary policy and allow the 
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Constitutional Revision issue November 4

Leander group will file tax suit 


Leander school officials, having just quelled 
the threat of a lawsuit by one group over higher 
school taxes, now face definite legal action by a 
second taxpayers organization. 
An unofficial secretary for the Leander Tax­ 
payers League, not to be confused with the 
Leander Taxpayers Association, said Friday the 
League will file suit against the Leander 
trustees, Board of Tax Equalization, and Tax 
Assessor-Collector Ruth Boatwright. 
The League had already obtained a temporary 
restraining order against the mailing of tax 
notices by the Leander Independent School 
District when the organization held its first for­ 
mal meeting Wednesday night. 
At that meeting, Austin attorney Robert Can- 
told League members that he would need $10,000 
by October 17 in order to file suit. 
Pat Womack, unofficial secretary for the 
League, said Friday that “ several large pledges 
have come in which would put us near the top,” 
and that C an had agreed to file the suit. 
Judge Kirby Vance of the 26th U. S. District 


Court in Georgetown issued a temporary 
restraining order Tuesday which directed 
L ean der Tax A sse sso r-C o lle cto r Ruth 
Boatwright not to mail notices of taxes due until 
at least October 24. 
The judge also set a hearing on the League’s 
request for a temporary injunction (continuation 
of the order) for 9 a. rn. on that date.

Vance acted in response to a petition filed by 
Carr and signed by Cecil Reid, F. E. 
Middlebrook, Jr., and Jack Minnick, alleging 
that the plan of taxation approved by the 
Leander trustees, Board of Tax Equalization 
and Assessor-Collector Ruth Boatwright is dis­ 
criminatory and would levy unequal tax burdens 
in the district. 
Carr also told the League members, however, 
that they would have to raise $10,000 by Friday 
to begin the suit and added, “ I don’t guarantee 
any results.” 
The attorney explained to a group which filled 
about half of Cedar Park’s City Hall that he 
would contend in court that taxes had been 
assessed unequally in the tax plan approved by 
the trustees on October ll. 
Asked which specific properties were carrying 
an unfair tax burden, Carr said, “ Come to the 
hearing and you’ll find out.” 
The League, which form ally organized 
Wednesday night and elected Cecil Reid chair­ 
man, met for the first time October 8. 
Many of its members were also members of 
to a question Wednesday night, Carr said he 
opposed a $187 million district property ap­ 
praisal released during the summer. 
That group contended that land in the district, 
expecially agricultural land, had been valued far 
above “ fair market value” which the state 
Constitution defines as the basis for appraisal. 
After the Leander school trustees and Board 
of Tax Equalization agreed to reduce that ap­ 
praisal to $90,377,418, the majority of the 
Association s members voted at a September 30 
meeting to defer legal action against school of­ 
ficials. 


Jack Garey, a Georgetown attorney who acted 
as Association spokesman and chairman of the 
steering committee, told those at the September 
30 meeting that a lawsuit would likely fail 
because the appraisals had been reduced to a 
point where it would be difficult to prove they 
exceeded “ fair market value.” 
Garey explained that the only other basis for a 
suit would be the contention that comparable 
properties were bearing unequal proportions of 
tax load. He said he had found no evidence of this 
in his examination of the Equalization Board’s 
reappraisal. 
Carr said Wednesday that any lawsuit he filed 
would be based on exactly that point. 
The petition for a restraining order filed Tues­ 
day with Judge Vance alleged that under the 
Leander taxation plan, “ different classes of 
properties are taxed at different percentages of 
true and full values.” 
It continued to say that “ the plan of taxation 
fails to comply with Constitutional requirements 
and statutory requirements of the state of Texas 
by exempting certain classes of property from 
taxation which are not exempt under law.” 
Vance s restraining order stated that “ unless 
the temporary order applied for by plaintiffs in

resulting in a slight mystery for mys­ 
tery story historians of the future, since, in the 
>ears which have intervened since this story 
of Poirot s death the incomparable Belgian 
has appeared in many further books). 
At this late date what remains to be said in 
further praise of either Dame Agatha or Rex 
Stout, or of Poirot or Wolfe? Each of these 
dories finds its author in the full flow of 
imagination, ingenuity skill or portrayal, and 
smoothness of execution 
Each is lavishly 
garnished with those little idiosyncrasies of 
A r iter and character which have for decades 
added so much to the pleasure of reading these 
tales 
Each has pulled cif this extremely 
tr cky maneuver of bringing crime close to

We recommend that some eager Ph.D. candi­ 
date explore why each of these masters of 
mystery chose heroes so alike and why this 
similarity resulted in such astounding popu­ 
larity. Surely high literary instinct, rather 
than coincidence, was here at work.

This money went into the 
permanent school and universi­ 
ty funds for investment.

use by schools, universities and 
other state operations which 
had surplus money to invest. 


double what it had been the 
previous year for the state as a 
whole. Some areas had even 
greater rate increases than 
that, while some were lucky 
and had smaller rate increases 
When you consider that the 
state sales tax of four percent 
brought in $1.2 billion, up $140 
million from the previous year, 
it is easy to calculate that the 
things Texans bought at retail 
came to 12 percent more than in 
the previous year. 
In spite of the pleas for 
economy in driving, the use of 
motor vehicle fuels rose from 
7.126.672.000 gallons in 1974 to 
7.255.114.000 gallons in 1975. 
That tax is a flat per-gallon 
rate, so it did not rise as sub­ 
stantially as the sales and oil 
and gas production taxes, which 
are based on price. Texans also 
bought $5.2 billion worth of cars 
and trucks, $200 million more 
than in 1975. 
In all, the state government 
collected $5,674 m illion in 
various kinds of income, and 
spent only $5,377 million 
But a whole lot of that money 
was spent, in anticipation, by 
the Legislature, mainly on 
recommendation by Gov.

Virtually all of it was 
to protect state workers and 
school teach ers from the 
ravages of inflation.

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U.S. money supply— what growth is desirable?

If you had asked almost anyone on Wall 
Street IO years ago what “MI” meant, 
they were likely to guess that it was a 
chemical formula or a code name for a 
secret military mission. 
Nowadays, however, they will as likely 
promptly respond correctly that “M i” is 
a basic measure of the nation’s money 
supply. It is the total of currency in the 
hands of the public and demand deposits 
in commercial banks

Economic scene 


And it is one of the most closely 
followed statistics today in the financial 
community. 
In the last couple of weeks the financial 
• community has been much cheered by 
some reverse logic that goes like this 
The Federal Reserve System has set a 
target for growth of Mi at an annual rate 
of 5 to 7 5 percent. In September the 
growth of the money supply lagged 
behind the target range by increasing 
only 3.8 percent. 
Therefore, the argument goes, the Fed 
will now ease its credit policy, allowing 
the money supply to grow more rapidly. 
Moreover, various technical signs in 
the money market indicated that the Fed 
was actually complying with this logic. 
“Three cheers,” said the bond market, 
their hopes rekindled that interest rates 
would decline and bond prices thus rise 
“Hurrah,” sighed the stock market 
timidly, though still intimidated by the 


possibility of a default on its debt by New 
York City. Historically, stock market 
prices tend to rise soon after the Federal 
Reserve System starts to pump up the 
money supply. 
Yahoo, 
shouted some economists, 
who had become nervous that the Fed 
would once more squeeze the life out of 
the economy and hinder the recovery. 
Predicted Dr Karl Brunner, a Univer­ 
sity of Rochester economics professor: 
‘‘I expect we will see in late fall a 
substantially larger growth range [for 
money ] than in the summer ” 
The big debate among economists now 
is just what growth rate for money is 
desirable. 
Some leading economists, such as Wal­ 
ter Heller and Arthur Okun, both former 
chairman of the Council of Economic 
Advisers for Democratic presidents, be 
'•eve the Fed’s targets are too conserva­ 
tive They want an easier credit policy to 
bring about a rapid recovery and lower 
unemployment rates. 
But monetarist-type economists like 
Dr. Brunner are today generally backing 
the Fed’s more modest money-growth 
goals, though perhaps urging just a dab 
more generosity. 
There are two basic reasons for this 
monetarist stand: 
I • Economists, they argue, are just not 
smart enough to know precisely what 
impact a specified rate of money growth 
will have on the economy. They can only 
chart the course roughly after some two 
or three quarters lag. 
Therefore the best policy is to maintain 
a moderate monetary policy and allow the

economy to gradually stabilize It has 
been 
immoderate periods of money 
growth that have caused the economy to 
get out of kilter in the past, they maintain. 
2 Some monetarist econometric mod­ 
els (using computers and complex math­ 
ematics) indicate that higher money 
growth rates would produce more in­ 
flation in 1976. And the payoff in lower 
unemployment would be small, Dr. Brun­ 
ner maintains. 


One more complication for the econo­ 
mists is what they call “monetary veloc­ 
ity” — that is, the number of times a 
dollar changes hands as it moves through 
the marketplace. 
In any case, many economists are 
counting on a strong rebound in velocity 
to produce a strong recovery. First 
National City Bank of New York suspects 
that a slowing in velocity will hamper the 
recovery later this year or early in 1976.

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PROPOSITION NO. I creates 
a new Article V, The Judiciary, 
which governs the powers and 
organization of the state court 
system. 
It proposes to establish a 
“unified” judicial system. This 
means that all appellate courts 
would have both criminal and 
civil jurisdiction; and that both 
criminal and civil cases would 
proceed on appeals from the 
trial courts of appropriate 
jurisdiction to a Court of 
A pp eals and then to the 
Supreme Court. 
It provides for the merger of 
the Court of Criminal Appeals 
and the Supreme Court. Those 
judges now serving on the 
Supreme Court would continue 
to serve until such time as the 
attrition by resignation, death 
or retirem ent reduces the 
number of the court to nine 
justices. Judges of the various 
courts would still be elected by 
the people for the same terms 
they now hold. 
Proponents argue that: the 
unified system of all courts hav­ 
ing both criminal and civil 
jurisdiction would give the 
judges of these courts a better 
overall perspective and reduce 
the likelihood of courts being 
too specialized and cases being 
d e t e r m i n e d 
on 
m i n u t e 
technicalities instead of their 
overall merits; the system of 
administration of courts would 
greatly expedite the handling of 
cases and the disposition of 
overcrowded dockets; 
and 
judges could be moved from 
different areas of the state to 
help speed up the clearing of 
dockets. 
Opponents argue that: the un­ 
ified judicial system would so 
diffuse the responsibility of 
judges 
that 
unreasonable 
results would be obtained; per­ 
sons not trained and familiar 
with the intricacies of criminal 
evidence and the criminal law, 
itself, should not be trying 
c r im in a l 
c a s e s ; 
the ad­ 
ministrative system 
could 
provide a vehicle for an un­ 
scrupulous administration 
to 
build up a successor by moving 
him from district to district, 
providing him with a great deal 
o f p r o m i n e n c e ; 
the a d ­ 
ministrative control over the 
various trial courts would tend 
to reduce the independence of 
the judiciary; and the proposal 
writes into the Constitution a 
three-fourths jury verdict in 
civil cases; and provides a right 
of the state to appeal certain 
criminal acquittals 
PROPOSITION NO. 3 creates 
a new A rtic le VI, Voter 
Qualifications and Elections. It 
provides that a person who is at 
least 18 years of age, is not a 
convicted felon in prison, on 
parole or probation, or is not 
mentally incompetent, would 
be qualified to vote under laws 
enacted by the Legislature. 


Proponents argue that this 
amendment establishes univer­ 
sal sufferage which is basically 
the requirement of the U.S. 
Constitution as it is now inter­ 
preted. 
Opponents point out 
that this provision would enable 
the Legislature to permit con­ 
victed felons to have a full 
restoration of citizenship, in­ 
cluding the right to hold elected 
office, without pardon by the 
passage of a statute permitting 
such a person to vote. 
P R O P O S I T I O N 
NO. 
4 
provides for a new Article VII, 
Education, which governs 
public education. 
The amendment calls for an 
equitable system of free public 
schools below the college level. 
The system must provide each 
individual an equal educational 
opportunity but may provide 
local enrichment of educational 
programs. 
Proponents argue that: this 
gives the authority and the 
mandate to provide an equal op­ 
portunity for every child in this 
state to have as complete an 
education as is possible; this is 
what federal mandate requires; 
and citizens should meet the 
challenge and move forward to 
accomplish it. 
Opponents argue that: while 
the aim might be laudable, the 
words are subject to a broad in­ 
terpretation which would come 
up with ridiculous results in 
financing, 
programming 
and 
s t a f f i n g ; 
and 
the 
l a s t 
Legislature had spoken to the 
p r o b l e m 
of 
e q u a l i z i n g 
educational opportunity under 
the existing Constitution and 
there is no need for a change 
The Permanent and Available 
School Funds remain intact as 
do 
th e 
P e r m a n e n t and 
Available University Funds for 
the use of the University of Tex­ 
as and Texas A&M University 
Systems. A second “Higher 
Education Fund,” financed by a 
IO* property tax, would be 
available to establish an endow­ 
ment for all other state colleges 
and universities other than the 
A&M and Texas systems. 
Proponents argue that all 
higher educational institutions 
in the state should have 
available to them an endow­ 
ment fund from which to keep 
their plant and facilities up to 
date without looking to tuition 
fees and the public treasury to 
do so. Opponents of this part of 
the proposal argue that there 
should be no endowment fund of 
public property and money sit­ 
ting idle while the Legislature 
is fore ed to levy new and ad­ 
ditional taxes for the upkeep, 
maintenance and operation of 
the various educational in­ 
stitutions; that if public proper­ 
ty and funds are collected, they 
should be spent to meet the 
public need at the time without 
creating a bigger taxation 
burden on the general public 
PROPOSITION NO. 5 creates 
a new Article VHI, Finance, 
which governs the financial 
management of the state. 
In this amendment the re­ 
quirement that all new taxes be 
equal and uniform would be 
limited only to the levy of 
property taxes. It would require 
the establishment and enforce­ 
ment of uniform standards and 
procedures for the appraisal of 
property, the only exceptions 
being special formulas design­ 
ed to promote the preservation 
of open space land for farm arid 
ranch purposes and tile preser­ 
vation of forest lands devoted to 
timber production. 
Proponents contend that: this 


is a necessary improvement I 
require all citizens to carr 
their fair share of the ta 
burden; there are as man 
different values assessed o 
property as there are taxinj 
authorities, and equalization i 
necessary because the alloca 
tion of state funds for schoo 
purposes is made on the basis oi 
a local area’s ability to rais« 
funds. 


Opponents maintain that: ii 
will do nothing but raise taxes; 
no government ever equalizes 
downward but always “ e- 
qualizes” upwards and this will 
force an additional tax burden, 
particularly in outlying urban 
areas where there is less ability 
to meet the demand; the equal 
and uniform provision should 
apply to all forms of taxation 
instead of just property taxa­ 
tion, and local appraisers are 
better prepared to judge the 
value of local property than 
someone in Austin. 
The proposal permits the 
authorization of state in­ 
debtedness and the pledging of 
the credit of the state without a 
C onstitutional 
am endm ent. 
Proponents of this portion of 
the proposal say that this is a 
m o r e p r a c t i c a l w a y to 
authorize state indebtedness, 
with the same safeguards as 
contained 
in 
the present 
Constitution. It requires a two- 
thirds affirmative vote of the 
members of the Legislature as 
well as an approval by a ma­ 
jority of the voters. 
Opponents of this portion of 
the proposal claim that it 
amounts to the establishment of 
debt legislation by referendum, 
and it would make less of an im­ 
pression on the voters than if 
they realized they were amen­ 
ding their Constitution in order 
to authorize debt. 
The proposal maintains the 
same pay-as-you-go provisions 
requiring appropriations to be 
within estimated revenues. It 
puts into the Constitution the 
prohibition against levying a 
retail sales tax on agricultural 
machinery or parts, fertilizer, 
feed or seed, prescription drugs 
or medicine, and food for 
human consumption. 
Proponents of this part of the 
proposal contend that the pay- 
as-you-go provision should be 
retained. The exemptions that 
have been placed in the sales 
tax on these various items are 
already 
established 
practice 
and would protect the public 
from 
further encroachment 
from the sa.’es tax. 
Opponents of the proposal 
contend that locking the sales 
tax e x e m p tio n s into the 
Constitution would effectively 
remove some available revenue 
sources from consideration It 
would also create an unfair dis­ 
advantage 
for 
industrial 
development because industrial 
production m achinery 
is 
already taxed and this would 
prohibit agricultural production 
machinery from ever being tax­ 
ed It would also remove a ma­ 
jor untapped source of revenue 
which most states having a 
sales tax already enjoy. The 
Proposal fails in that it does not 
prohibit the levying of a state 
progressive income tax.

Only one criminal case was

The cases pending include 22 
auto damage and personal in­ 
jury charges, three for condem­ 
nation, 49 suits on debt and 35 
miscellaneous civil charges.

Speaking to the Georgetown 
O p t i m i s t Club T u e s d a y , 
Thornhill said his country today 
is f a c e d with e c o n o m i c 
problems much like those of the

Monday to 
discuss the possibility of calling 
for a bond election 
A $5 6 million bond election 
set for Septem ber 20 was 
scrapped in August when about 
400 taxpayers in the school dis­ 
trict revolted against property 
a p p r a i s a l s to t a llin g $18*7 
million. 
Last Saturday (October ll), 
the school board officially cer­ 
tified a final district appraisal 
of$90,377 418 to finance a budget 
of $2,273,583. 
That action precipitated a 
suit Tuesday by a second tax­ 
payers group. 
Leander school supt Dr Jack 
Warner said Friday the com­ 


mittee had pared the $5 6 
million bond program original­ 
ly considered down to ap ­ 
proximately $4.1 million 
The committee assigned top 
Priority he said, to construc­ 
tion of a second high school for 
Leander. 
Programs to have been fund­ 
ed by the earlier bond proposal 
would have included additions 
to the Leander elem entary, 
junior, and senior high schools, 
installation of storm drainage 
facilities, improvement of the 
sanitary sewer system, renova­ 
tion of the intermediate school 
and football stadium, and con­ 
struction of a new senior high 
school and football stadium 
Trustee David Kirkland 
chaired the committee which 
met Thursday. Trustees Benton 
Beard and Betty Buford also 
attended the meeting, though 
they a re not c o m m i t t e e 
members.

Levitt. Leander football coach
